room for:a used car lot. The comp- 
any has asked permission to erect 
two signs, to be immediately adjac- 
ent to a nursery a short distance 
south of Roble avenue. 

Both sites are owned by Penins- 
ula Building Materials company. 
Allan. LeFevre, representing the 
advertising firm, told the board 
that outdoor advertising consider - 
ed was a “legitimate commercial 
use” in most of the towns in which 
the company operates. He explain- 
ed that the company pays a regu- 
lar business license tax, that out- 
door advertising serves a useful 
purpose and that signs should log- 
ically be in commercial zones. 

He added that the moving of the 
signs was done as an accommodation 
to the owners of the land. i 

Board chairman Charles Andrews 


said that he did not feel the com- 
mission was being “discriminatory”

S.F. SUPERVISORS ‘ALL WET’ 


The San Francisco board of supervisors has put its foot in 
hot water again and is finding itself deluged with criticism 
from all sides. 

We are going to add our own “drop in the bucket’ right 
now. 

Water has never been a laughing matter in this state. 
Tremendous and growing populations, dependent for survival 
on the rains and snows of the mountains, have for a long time 
been a major headache for state and municipal leaders. 

We on the Peninsula have been more fortunate than many, 
but now we find that we are dependent for our water supply, 
not only on the whim of nature, but on the whim of the San 
Francisco supervisors as well. 

Our California Water Service company has its own Bear 
Gulch reservoir, draining water from the coast hills for our use. 
‘But that is not nearly sufficient for our needs. Consequently, 
most of the water we live by is bought from the water depart- 
ment of the city of San Francisco, which gets its principal. sup- 
ply from the great Hetch-Hetchy system. 


‘Reasonable’ Rate Increase 

Over a year ago, San Francisco raised its rates for this 
water, and the California Water Service company passed the 
increase on to us, the consumers. 

No one put up much fight about this. San Francisco said 
they needed more money to finance a program of expansion 
and improvements in the water supply system. Everyone 
agreed the action was reasonable. 

Now, however, we hear that the city board of supervisors 
has transferred from the water department to the general fund 
the sum of $1,361,000. That will help the city politicians 
keep the city tax rate down. 

But the money they thus took to pay their policemen and 
firemen was the money they were supposed to use for water 
supply maintenance and improvement. It was money we 
Peninsula consumers had paid for that purpose. 

Not only has this political switch raised a howl from 
Peninsula communities . . . it has also left us frantically won- 
dering about the security of our water supply. 


What Happens Now? 


lf funds for proposed-expansion of the water system can 
be diverted in this manner, what happens to the expansion 
program? And if the program is stalled, what happens when 
San Francisco no longer has a surplus. of water to sell? San 
Francisco comes first with the city’s water department. If 
there is a shortage of water, we will be the first to feel the 
drought. 

The first increase in rates seemed a reasonable request, 
but if the money thus accumulated can be switched to other 
uses, can we not expect more rate increases to be necessary? 
And that money, too, could go astray and fead to still higher 
rates. 

So long as the Peninsula communities must have San Fran- 
cisco water to survive and so long as the San Francisco politi- 


cians have control of that supply, we must pay what is neces- 


sary and be thankful we have water at all. 
We don’t like to be told to ‘Take it and like it.”

The outcome is a committee to set up a permanent San 


Mateo-Santa Clara county association to study the entire 
water supply situation. 


The association will protest the city’s transfer of funds 


and will certainly be ready to battle any further rate increases. 


But much more important, the group will investigate possibility 


of getting water from another source than San Francisco.

Taxpayers in cities, taxpayers in 
the rural areas, and taxpayers in the 
unincorporated but thickly settled 
areas all pay the same tax rate to 
the county’s general fund. But in’ 
most counties some services which 
duplicate the services that cities 
render their own people are provided 
to the unincorporated communities 
from the county general fund. 

To the extent this is done, the res- 
idents of these areas are getting a 
“free ride” at the expense of city and 
farm taxpayers. This bill would re- 
quire the formation of special dis- 
tricts to perform these services at 
the expense of the people benefited 
not later than July 1, 1954.

Examples.of “free.rides” are reg- 
ular sheriff’s patrols in.some unin- 
corporated communities that come 
clese to providing city police pro- 
tection, county fire departments 
with stations in unincorporated 
communities, local recreation -pro- 
grams in unincorporated areas, 
street maintenance in.unincorpor- 
ated communities at higher stand- 
ards than on rural roads, and like 
matters. 


In our own county of San Mateo, 
our supervisors recognize the prob- 
lem, and have encouraged the for- 
mation of police districts, park and 
recreation districts, street lighting 
districts, fire protection districts, 
and sanitary districts. 

This bill would make the forma- 
tion of a multi-purpose urban. dis- 
trict compulsory where such services 
are furnished at general expense to 
unincorporated communities. 


The opponents. of. the bill, bene- 
.ficiaries of “free rides” and inter- 
ests that: believe they have some- 
thing to lose by spread of incorp- 
orations and annexations, have 
been attempting to sidetrack the 
legislation by proposing.a two-year 
study of the problem before acting 
upon. it. ; 

Inasmuch as the effective date is 
July 1, 1954, there will be ample time 
if the bill is passed now, for study 
and amendments in light of the 
study at the 1953 session of the leg- 
islature. 


The assertion that the bill would 
would put the counties “out of bus- 
iness” is utterly ridiculous. Our basic 
laws contemplated that whenever 
a community grew to 500 persons it 
would incorporate, and that areas 
adjacent to cities would annex when

Police Chief Lists Pecautions 
For Preventing Bicycle Thefts 


With the approach of summer, 
the season in which bicycle riding 
is more popular than ever, Menlo 
Park Police Chief George Potter 
this week reviewed precautions 
which owners may take to make 
sure their “two wheelers” remain 
safe from theft. 


‘Not many bicycles are stolen in 
Menlo Park, and though most of 


them are recovered, the Chief said, 
even that small” number could be 
reduced. 

In 1950, for instance, there were 
29 stolen in Menio Park and the po- 
lice recovered the same number. But 
some of the bicycles had been stolen 
in other towns. 

“Bicycles stolen are usually taken 
by boys, for temporary transporta- 
tion to some recreation or play 
aren,” Potter,said. “The ‘bikes’ are 
usually abandoned after they serve 
the purpose for the one trip.” 


STOLEN FOR PARTS 
However, he added, bicycles are 


also stolen for parts or by persons 
who intend to make permanent use 
parts are

ner that accessories are stolen from
